Applicants argue that Grabelsky fails to teach, disclose or suggest a method or a processor that is programmed by the program code to 
enable the apparatus to intercept a first RTCP sender report from the first endpoint and a first RTCP receiver report from the second 
point, each first report transiting through the media router. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Grabelsky discloses a session member 
necessarily having a processor to receive sender reports or receiver reports from each other session members through an IP network 
where routers are inherently existed (column 6, lines 11-17). Applicants argue that a media router located between call endpoints 
intercepts RTP and RTCP streams to monitor traffic folw, enforce data rates, and store flow statistics. However, it is noted that the 
above feature, specially a media router intercepting these streams, is not recited in the rejected claim(s). Therefore, the Examiner 
concludes that the rejection of the claims is proper. 
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
